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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  DUNLAP 


It  is  generally  believed  that  those  of  the  name  Dunlap  and 
Dunlop  are  members  of  the  same  family  and  that  they  are  of 
Scottish  descent.  Early  lines  of  the  family  in  Scotland  and  in 
the  British  Isles  appear  to  have  been  chiefly  of  those  classes 
known  as  the  "landed  gentry"  and  "yeomanry."  The  name  Dunlap  or 
Dunlop  is  derived  from  the  Celtic  word  dunliab,  meaning  "the  hill 


at  the  bending  or  winding."

Don  Gulielmus  (William)  de  Dunlop,  who  was  living  in  Ayrshire, 
Scotland,  sometime  before  the  year  1260,  is  thought  to  be  the 
ancestor  of  all  families  of  this  name.  In  the  course  of  time, 
however,  many  members  of  the  family  moved  from  Scotland  to  Ireland, 
and  from  there  to  America. 


The  first  immigrant  by  the  name  of  Dunlap  to  come  to  America 
is  said  to  have  been  Archibald  Dunlap,  vho  was  living  in  Stratford, 
Connecticutt ,  as  early  as  1704.  Other  immigrants  of  this  name 
settled  in  every  state  along  the  eastern  seaboard.  Some  of  them 
came  from  Scotland,  but  the  majority  seem  to  have  immigrated  from 
Ireland.  Quite  a  few  ^o  came  from  Ireland  had  lived  in  the 
County  Antrim. 


The  first  census  of  the  United  States  was  taken  in  1790. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  that  date  there  were  27  Dunlap 
families  living  in  South  Carolina,  10  in  North  Carolina,  3  in 
Virginia,  1  in  Maryland,  and  54  in  Pennsylvania.  Censuses  of 
other  states  are  not  locally  available.  Census  records  of  Georgia, 
Kentucky,  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  and  Tennessee  were  destroyed  by 
the  British  in  the  burning  of  Washington  in  1812. 

The  Coat  of  Arms,  vhich  is  generally  used  by  the  Dunlap 
families,  is  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  ancient  and  honorable  Dunlop 
family  of  Scotland.  This  Coat  of  Arms  is  described  thus: 

ARMS:  Quarterly  first  and  fourth  argent  a  two-headed  eagle 

displayed  gules.  Second  and  third  counter-quartered,  first  and 
fourth  gules  a  lion  rampant  argent,  second  and  third  gules  a  fess 
chequy  argent  and  asure  for  Wallace. 

CREST;  A  dexter  hnnd  holding  a  dagger  erect  all  proper. 

MOTTO;  "Merito." 


While  it  is  true  that  most  genealogists  hold  that  the  Dunlaps 
and  Dunlops  are  of  the  same  family,  certain  prominent  members  of 
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the  Dunlap  family  are  firm  in  their  belief  that  Dunlap  and  Dunlop 
are  two  distinct  families.  According  to  this  theory,  the  Dunlap 
family  were  Scottish  Highlanders  and  members  of  the  Clan  Campbell. 
The  Dunlops  were  Lowland  people  from  the  neighborhood  of  Glasglow 
and  the  Clyde.  During  the  time  of  the  Stuarts,  the  Dunlaps  opposed 
Great  Britian  and  vhen  defeated  were  forced  to  flee  to  Ireland,  and 
most  of  them  later  immigrated  to  America. 

The  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Argyleshire  Branch  of  Clan  Campbell 
(from  which  these  members  of  the  Dunlap  family  claim  to  be 
descendants)  is  described  as  follows: 

A  galley  of  "lympherd"  on  the  shield,  surmounted  by  a  scroll 
with  a  Boar's  head  on  the  motto,  "Ne  obliviscans , "  which  has  been 
variously  construed  to  mean,  "Never  to  forget  the  deeds  of  your 
ancestors,  never  forget  an  injury,  never  forget  your  friends." 

The  descendants  of  the  Dunlap  family  have  spread  into  every 
state  of  the  Union  and  have  contributed  substantially  to  the 
development  of  the  Country. 
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D7.VID  DUNLAP 

David  Dunlap,  ancestor  of  the  Robert  C.  Dunlap  family  of 
Macon,  Georgia,  was  the  first  of  his  line  to  come  to  America,  He 
immigrated  to  South  Carolina  between  1780  and  1784;  these  dates 
having  been  established  by  the  birth  of  his  first  and  second  son. 

His  first  son  was  born  in  Ireland  and  it  is,  therefore,  assum¬ 
ed  that  David  Dunlap  came  to  South  Carolina  from  Ireland.  He  was 
probably  of  Irish  descent,  although  it  is  possible  that  he  was  a 
Scotchman  who  had  moved  to  Ireland  before  coming  to  /merica. 

In  the  Memoirs  of  Georgia,  Volume  II,  in  an  article  on  David 
C.  Dunlap,  the  statement  is  made  that  David  Dunlap  was  a  Revolution¬ 
ary  soldier.  This  article  also  reveals  that  David  Dunlap  moved 
from  South  Carolina  to  7.1abama  and  was  among  the  first  settlers 
of  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
has  recorded  three  land  grants  to  men  named  David  Dunlap.  These 
land  grants  are  dated  1785,  1791,  and  1797.  It  is  thought  that 
one  of  these  land  grants  was  to  this  particular  David  Dunlap,  and 
granted  for  military  service  in  the  Revolution.  7.11  of  these  land 
grants  were  in  the  96th  District  of  South  Carolina. 

The  first  census  of  the  United  states  which  was  taken  in  1790 
shows  that  there  were  three  David  Dunlaps  in  South  Carolina  at 
that  time.  One  of  these  three  lived  in  the  96th  District, 

Pendleton  County.  In  his  family  were  three  white  males,  under 
sixteen  years  old,  and  two  white  females.  David  Dunlap  had  four 
sons  and  one  daughter  to  reach  maturity,  and  there  is  a  strong 
possibility  that  the  David  Dunlap,  in  question,  lived  in  Pendleton 
County  of  South  Carolina. 

Pendleton  County,  South  Carolina,  has  been  divided  into 
counties  of  A’^derson,  Walhalla,  and  Pickens.  The  usual  reference 
books  do  not  divulge  any  trace  of  David  Dunlap  in  these  counties. 
Since  he  did  not  live  there  more  than  a  few  years,  this  is  not 
considered  unusual. 

Joseph  H.  McGiffert  of  Eutaw,  Alabama,  a  descendant  of  David 
Dunlap,  has  in  his  possession  an  old  family  Bible  which  gives  the 
birth  of  David  Dunlap  as  December  8,  1750.  The  census  of  Alabama 
in  1830  lists  a  David  Dunlap  living  in  Tuscaloosa  and  being,  at 
that  time,  eighty  years  of  age.  There  is  an  old  burial  ground 
near  Foster's  Ferry,  Tuscaloosa  County,  Alabama,  where  David  Dunlap 
is  thought  to  be  buried.  However,  no  inscription  from  his  tomb¬ 
stone  has  been  recorded  in  genealogical  works  of  this  section 
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David  Dunlap’s  wife  was  called  Polly.  The  name  Polly  was 
used  as  a  nickname  for  Mary  in  those  days.

There  are  a  number  of  references  to  William  Dunlap  and  others 
of  the  family  in  the  historical  collections  of  the  Georgia  Chapter 
D.7..R.,  Volume  III,  (records  of  Elbert  County).  William  Dunlap 
was  a  Justice  of  Peace.  He  succeeded  his  wife  as  an  administrator 
of  her  former  husband's  estate.  He  served  as  executor  of  a  number 
of  estates  and  as  guardian  for  a  number  of  orphans.  In  these  days, 
the  Orphans'  Court  was  quite  active  and  there  are  many  records 
in  this  connection. 

Around  1825  or  1830,  William  Dunlap,  his  parents,  his 
brother  Robert,  and  his  sister  Mary  moved  to  Tuscaloosa,  rlabama. 
He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  at  his  death  he  owned  16  slaves 
and  farm  land  in  a  fertile  section  of  Zlabama.  Copies  of  his 
Will  and  his  wife's  Will  are  attached. 

William  Dunlap  died  on  September  18,  1842.  He  is  buried  in 
Greenwood  Cemetery,  Tuscaloosa,  Jlabama.  The  slab  on  his  tomb 
gives  his  place  of  birth  as  Ireland. 

His  only  child  was  James  Madison  Dunlap,  whom  he  named 
after  the  fourth  president  of  the  United  States,  James  Madison. 
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THE  WILL  OF  WILLIAM  DUNLAP 
The  State  of  Alabama 

In  the  name  of  God  Tmen.  I  William  Dunlap  of  Tuskaloosa 
County  being  weak  of  body  but  of  sound  and  disposing  mind  and 
memory  being  mindful  of  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  the  certainty 
of  death,  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  hereby  revoking 
all  others  heretofore  made  by  me. 

Item  1st.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  William  Garvin  son  of  Robert  M. 
and  Lucinda  T.  Garvin  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  put  out  at 
interest  until  the  said  William  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  the  interest  upon  said  sum  to  be  applied  annually  to 
the  discharge  of  the  expence  of  his  education  and  support,  which 
sum  should  be  paid  to  him  at  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  but  if 
said  William  shall  die  before  he  attains  said  age  then  the  said 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  go  to  his  right  heirs. 

Item  2nd.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Willis  Banks  in  trust  for 
Ann  M.  Smith  wife  of  Edward  Smith  my  negro  boy  Burton  or  Burt 
to  her  sole  and  separate  use  free  from  the  control  of  her  husband. 

Item  3rd.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  James  M.  Dunlap  in  trust 
for  Harriet  A.  Hatfield,  wife  of  Francis  Hatfield  and  to  her  sole 
and  separate  use  free  from  the  control  of  her  husband  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  purchase  a  negro  between  the  age  of  twelve 
and  fourteen  years,  and  hereby  direct  such  a  boy  to  be  purchased 
by  said  Trustee  therewith  for  the  use  aforesaid  and  none  others. 

Item  4th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Mary  E.  McGiffert  such  sum  of 
money  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  give  her  a  liberal  education  and 
hereby  direct  my  executors  to  retain  the  same  out  of  my  estate 
and  to  apply  the  same  to  the  object  herein  above  expressed  and  to 
no  other  object. 

Item  5th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Henry  S.  Barringer  in  trust  as 
is  hereinafter  expressed  for  Sarah  Dunlap  and  her  children,  wife 
of  ray  son  James  M.  Dunlap,  the  following  slaves  to  wit,  Toney, 
Biddy  and  her  child  Judy,  Harriet,  Milly  and  Lucy,  with  the  future 
increase  of  the  females  of  said  slaves  which  said  Trust  is  as 
follows,  that  said  Henry  S.  shall  permit  the  said  Sarah  and  such 
children  as  she  now  has  or  may  hereafter  have  by  her  said  husband 
James  M.  Dunlap  to  have  the  possession  use  and  enjoyment  of  said 
slaves  and  the  future  increase  of  the  females  thereof  during  the 
natural  life  of  said  Sarah,  and  at  her  death  that  the  said  slaves 
with  the  increase  as  aforesaid  shall  be  equally  divided  among 
such  children  of  said  Sarah  and  said  James  M.  as  may  survive  her 
and  the  children  of  any  such  as  may  have  died  leaving  issue  and

in  the  event  of  such  representation  the  child  or  children  of  such 
deceased  child  shall  take  the  share  of  the  parent  and  no  more, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  this  bequest  that  the  said  slaves  hereby 
bequeathed  shall  remain  free  from  the  control  or  liabilities  for 
the  debts  of  said  James  M.  Dunlap  or  any  future  husband  of  the  said 
Sarah  in  any  manner  whatever  but  that  the  same  with  the  future 
increase  aforesaid  shall  be  kept  for  the  separate  benefit  of  said 
Sarah  and  her  said  children. 

Item  6th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Jane  Dunlap  my 
negro  girl  Eliza  and  her  future  increase  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever . 

Item  7th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  wife  during  her  natural 
life  my  ©egro  boys  Jim  and  Ben  and  my  negro  girls  Patty,  Charlotte, 
rmanda,  Betty,  Martha  and  Margot  with  the  future  increase  of  the 
said  female  slaves  and  at  her  death  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same 
to  my  son  James  M.  Dunlap  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

Item  8th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  wife  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  annually  during  her  natural  life,  and  hereby 
direct  my  executors  to  retain  the  same  out  of  my  estate  and  apply 
the  same  as  herein  above  expressed. 

I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  wife  during  her  natural 
life  the  house  where  I  now  live  with  the  adjacent  premises  and 
all  of  my  household  furniture,  also  that  portion  of  my  farm 
situate  and  lying  on  the  West  bank  of  the  Warrior  River,  and  at 
her  death  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  to  my  son  James  M.  Dunlap 
and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

Item  9th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  James  M.  Dunlap  his. heirs 
and  assigns  forever  all  of  my  lands  and  tenements  not  herein 
otherwise  appropriate  as  well  as  all  the  slaves  and  personal 
property  debts  due  to  me  or  to  become  due  to  me,  and  all  and 
singular  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate  of  whatsoever  nature 
or  kind  which  I  have  not  hereinbefore  disposed  of  after  the 
payment  of  my  Just  debts  and  liabilities  and  the  costs  and  charges 
of  soiling  up  my  estate. 

I  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  said  son  James  M.  Dunlap 
and  James  Robertson  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament. 

In  Testimony  whereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  affix  my  seal 
this  11th  day  of  May  A-  D.  1842

7irt.  5th.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  granddaughter  Harriet 
7»nn  Dunlap,  one  bed,  bedstead  and  mattrass  (one  of  my  best  bed¬ 
steads)  . 

liTt.  6th.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  grandson,  William 
Dunlap  Garvin  one  bed  and  one  mattrass. 

Art,  7th.  I  will  and  bequeath  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Tuskaloosa  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  convenient. 

I  desire  that  Dr.  Reuben  Searcy  and  his  lady  shall  have  the  control 
of  this  donation  and  lay  it  out  for  charitable  purposes  as  they 
may  think  best.

James  Madison  Dunlap,  son  of  William  &  Jane  Dunlap,  was  born 
November  15,  1811  in  Elbert  County,  Georgia.  He  moved  with  his 
parents  to  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  where  he  married  and  spent  the 
rest  of  his  life. 

His  wife  was  Sarah  Ann  Barringer,  daughter  of  Matthew 
Barringer  of  Tuscaloosa.  She  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  July  19, 
1811.  From  all  indications  she  was  born  in  Lincoln  County.  She 
married  James  Madison  Dunlap  on  March  17,  1836.  James  Madison 
Dunlap  was  a  merchant  in  Tuscaloosa.  He  is  mentioned  as  such  in 
1839  and  again  on  June  29,  1842  v^en  there  appeared  an  announce¬ 
ment  in  the  "Flag  of  the  Union"  of  the  new  mercantile  firm  of 
James  Madison  Dunlap  and  W.  Miller.  The  "Flag  of  the  Union"  was 
a  newspaper  published  in  Tuscaloosa. 

In  1855  he  moved  to  Pickens  County,  Alabama,  to  a  place  known 
as  the  Garden  Spot.  It  is  half-way  between  Columbus,  Mississippi 
and  Eutaw,  Alabama.  He  died  November  3,  1856,  the  day  Buchanan 
was  elected  president,  and  is  buried  at  Grant's  Creek  Baptist 
Church,  Old  Fosters  Settlement,  Tuscaloosa  County,  Alabama.

He  moved  to  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama, 
and  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life  there.

Lucinda  Garvin  was  the  daughter  of  Ann  Springer  of  Wilkes 
County,  Georgia.  Ann  Springer,  in  a  will  signed  May  28,  1827, 
and  probated  May  2,  1836,  left  the  bulk  of  her  estate  to  William 
Dunlap  and  others  in  trust  for  her  daughter  Lucinda,  Lucinda's 
husband,  and  Lucinda's  children. 

Robert  M.  Garvin  seems  to  have  been  fairly  prominent.  He 
was  a  candidate  for  the  Alabama  legislature  in  1842.  There  are 
a  number  of  references  to  him  in  connection  with  old  deeds  and 
wills  on  file  in  Tuscaloosa. 
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AN1>IE  (NANCY)  M.  SMITH 

Anne  (Nancy)  M.  Smith  was  the  daughter  of  Jane  Dunlap  and 
the  step-daughter  of  William  Dunlap.  She  moved  to  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama,  with  her  mother. 

Her  husband  was  Edward  Smith,  who  was  born  on  October  29, 
1784,  and  died  April  7,  1842.  He  is  buried  in  Greenwood 
Cemetery,  in  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama. 

Anne  M.  Smith  had  only  one  child,  so  far  as  is  known.  She 
was  called  Harriett.  She  married  Francis  Hatfield  in  Tuscaloosa 
on  March  13,  1838.  He  was  from  Demopolis.  He  was  born  Sept¬ 
ember  1,  1804,  and  died  July  9,  1844.  He  is  buried  on  the  same 
plot  in  the  Greenwood  Cemetery  as  is  his  father-in-law,  Edward 
Smith. 
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JOSEPH  DUNLAP 


Joseph  Dunlap,  second  son  of  David  and  Polly  Dunlap,  was 
born  in  South  Carolina  in  NovenJaer,  1784,  soon  after  his  parents 
had  arrived  there.  He  moved  to  Franklin  or  Elbert  County, 

Georgia,  (Franklin  County  was  a  part  of  Elbert  County  originally) 
around  1800. 

On  December  18,  1811,  he  married  Mary  Carnes  Whitman  v^ile 
they  were  living  in  Elbert  County.  His  wife  was  born  December 
18,  1792,  and  died  December  5,  1851. 

Joseph  Dunlap,  moved  during  the  winter  of  1829  to  Meri- 
weather  County,  Georgia,  and  settled  near  White  Sulphur  Springs. 

He  bought  several  lots  of  land  from  people  who  had  drawn  land  in 
lotteries.  R.  C.  Dunlap,  Sr.,  of  Macon  has  some  of  these  deeds. 

Joseph  Dunlap  built  three  houses  near  Chipley.  Two  of  these 
houses  still  stand.  One  of  these  is  a  two  story  house  about  a 
mile  north  of  Chipley  on  the  Atlanta  highway.  It  was  built  by 
Joseph  Dunlap  for  his  daughter  Mary  and  is  on  the  site  of  a  mill 
owned  by  Joseph  Dunlap.  The  house  is  now  owned  by  the  Estate  of 
Mrs.  Loula  Mur rah  of  Columbus,  Georgia. 

The  other  house  v^ich  still  stands  is  a  two-story  hand  hewn 
log  house  which  is  now  the  home  of  Mozart  Strickland.  Mr.  Strick¬ 
land  says  his  family  moved  into  this  house  on  December  24,  1873. 
This  house  was  sawn  in  half  and  moved  a  mile  and  a  half  from  its 
original  site.  It  took  twenty  yoke  of  oxen  to  move  the  house. 

Joseph  Dunlap's  home  place  is  now  in  ruins.  This  place  is 
near  an  old  dirt  road  vhich  ran  from  Greenville  to  Kings  Gap 
(on  Pine  Mountain) .  The  family  burial  grounds  are  a  short 
distance  from  the  house. 

Joseph  and  Mary  Dunlap  had  two  children,  Robert  L.  Dunlap 
and  Mary  C.  Dunlap. 

Joseph  Dunlap's  will  is  on  record  in  Greeneville,  Georgia. 

He  left  his  estate  to  his  son  and  to  the  children  of  his  deceas¬ 
ed  daughter.  His  estate  consisted  of  twenty-five  slaves  and 
approximately  1200  acres  of  land.  A  copy  of  this  will  is  attached. 

Both  Joseph  and  Mary  Dunlap  are  buried  in  the  family  burial 
grounds  near  this  homeplace.  The  graves  have  granite  slabs  with 
inscriptions  and  dates. 
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Mrs.  Charles  C.  Harmon  Sr.,  (Fay  Dunlap)  of  Odessa,  Georgia, 
is  possessor  of  a  Bible  v;hich  Joseph  gave  his  son,  Robert,  at 
the  time  of  his  marriage.  The  following  is  written  in  this  Bible 

"Robert,  my  son,  v^en  you  see  this,  remember  me.  I  was 
born  in  November,  1784,  and  am  now  in  my  seventyth  year.  I 
have  acted  honorably  with  all  men  and  have  been  honest  from 
my  birth,  and  expect  to  die  so.  I  wish  you  to  act  in  this 
way  through  life,  and  try  to  serve  your  Redeemer,  that  you  may 
receive  the  reward  that  is  promised  to  them  that  do  right. 

Your  mother,  Mary  Dunlap,  was  born  December  18,  1792."

Bill,  and 
Caroline  and  their  increase,  and  all  the  body  of  land  whereon 
I  reside  viz:  Lots  of  land  Nos.  145,  146,  147,  126  and  parts 
of  Nos.  127  and  113  in  the  Third  District  of  formerly  Troup 
now  Merriwether  County  containing  nearly  One  Thousand  acres, 
also  my  Barouche  harness  and  my  Gold  Watch  and  its  appurtenances. 

3rd  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  children  of  my  daughter, 
Mary  C.  Trammell,  deceased,  thirteen  negroes  viz: 

Emily  and  her  two  children,  Eliza  and  her  three  children,  little 
Sam,  Big  Sam,  Barna,  Enoch,  Big  Edy  and  Peggy,  and  their  increase, 
and  lot  of  land  number  293  in  the  20th  district  of  formerly 
Muscogee  now  Harris  County,  it  being  my  Mill  place. 

4th  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandson  William  H.  Harri¬ 
son  Trammell,  a  negro  girl  named  Ellen  and  her 
increase,  but  if  the  said  William  H.  Harrison  Trammell  should 
die  before  he  arrives  to  the  age  of  twenty  one  without  child  or 
children  then  the  said  negro  girl  Ellen  and  her  increase,  to  go 
to  his  brothers  and  sisters  by  his  Mother. 

5th  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Son  in  Law  Elisha  Trammell, 
One  hundred  dollars. 

6th  Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  each  one  of  my  granddaughters 
a  bedstead,  bed,  and  furniture,  the  balance  of  my 
household  furniture  I  give  one-half  to  my  son  Robert  L.  and  the 
other  half  to  my  grandson  by  my  daughter. 
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7th  Item;  The  rest  of  my  property  of  every  discription  both 
real  and  personal  may  be  sold  by  executors  and  the 
money  arising  therefrom  and  the  notes,  accounts,  and  the  cash 
not  otherwise  disposed  of  be  equally  divided  between  my  son 
Robert  L.  and  my  grandchildren  by  my  Daughter  viz  my  Son  One- 
half  and  the  other  half  equally  among  my  daughter's  children. 

8th  Item;  I  desire  the  property  having  given  in  Item  3rd  and 
that  portion  given  in  Item  7th  to  my  grand  children 
by  my  daughter  remain  in  the  hands  of  my  Executors  until  Randolf 
Trammell  arrives  at  legal  age  and  then  my  executors  may  have 
the  negroes  valued  by  three  or  five  men  vdiom  they  may  select 
and  my  Executors  may  divide  them  among  said  children  making  them 
equal  out  of  the  funds  in  their  hands.  The  land  given  in  Item 
3  may  be  sold  by  my  Executors  and  the  negroes  hired  out  private¬ 
ly  for  the  benefit  of  my  said  grandchildren.  If  I  should  sell 
said  land,  my  said  grandchildren  shall  have  vdiatever  I  get  for 
it. 


9th  Item;  I  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Robert  L. 

Dunlap  and  my  worthy  friend  Henry  C.  Moss  Executors 
to  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  vb.th  full  power  to  execute 
and  carry  out  all  the  provisions  and  divisions  thereof  without 
the  Court  of  Ordinary  and  any  other  Court  having  anything  to 
do  with  it.

Robert  L.  Dunlap,  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Dunlap,  was  born 
in  Elbert  County,  Georgia,  on  December  16,  1816.  His  parents 
moved  to  Meriweather  County,  Georgia,  between  1825  and  1830  and 
Robert  L.  Dunlap  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  there. 

He  married  Harriet  Jane  MaGruder  on  June  23,  1842.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Hezekiah  Magruder  and  his  wife,  Mary  Jones. 
She  was  born  in  ColuirA)ia  County,  Georgia,  June  6,  1822  and 
died  in  Meriweather  County  on  July  7,  1902. 

Robert  L.  Dunlap  farmed  on  his  father's  land.  Letters 
which  he  wrote  his  son,  Joseph  Thomas  Dunlap,  show  him  to  have 
been  comfortably  fixed  financially  before  the  Civil  War  but 
after  the  War  he,  like  everyone  else  in  the  South,  had  a 
difficult  time. 

He  was  forced  to  release  his  slaves  and  at  that  time  they 
represented  his  principal  worth.  A  copy  of  the  document  which 
he  signed  when  releasing  his  slaves  is  attached.  A  total  of 
seventy-eight  slaves  were  freed  at  the  time. 

Robert  L.  Dunlap  died  on  April  17,  1890  and  he  and  his 
wife  are  buried  in  the  family  graveyard  close  to  their  home 
in  the  Third  District  of  Meriweather  County.  He  left  no  will. 
William  J.  Dunlap,  a  son,  was  his  administrator.

ordinary  rations;  clothing,  shoes , shelter  and  medical  attention 
when  necessary  in  sickness  not  produced  by  fighting,  &  cutting 
from  the  year  1865.  The  said  freedmen  agree  to  remain  on  the 
plantation  of  said  Robert  L.  Dunlap  until  January  1st,  1866, 
to  work  for  the  considerations  above  named,  and  also  to  obey 
all  orders  of  said  Robert  L.  Dunlap  or  such  agents  that  he  may 
appoint  for  their  guidance,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
the  country,  this  August  5,  1865.

Mary  Carnes  Dunlap,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  C.  Whitman 
Dunlap,  was  born  in  1813  in  Elbert  County,  Georgia.  She  moved 
with  her  parents  to  Meriweather  County,  Georgia,  and  there 
married  Elisha  Tranunell. 

They  had  two  boys,  and  one  or  more  daughters  who  died 
as  infants.  The  boys  were: 

John  Randolph  Tramm.ell  -  died  December  12,  1884 

William  H.  Harrison  Trammell  -  died  February  8,  1863 

Mary  C.  Dunlap  lived  a  mile  north  of  Chipley  on  the  Atlanta 
highway,  in  a  two  story  colonial  home  built  for  her  by  her 
father,  Joseph  Dunlap.  This  home  still  stands  and  is  in  better 
than  average  condition.  It  is  owned  by  the  Estate  of  Loula 
Murrah  of  Columbus,  Georgia. 

Mary  C.  Dunlap  died  at  10:00  a.m.,  November  30,  1851, 
and  is  buried  at  her  father's  old  home  place  near  Chipley. 
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JAMES  DUNLAP 


James  Dunlap,  the  son  of  David  &  Polly  Dunlap,  was  born 
in  South  Carolina  in  1790.  He  probably  moved  with  his  parents 
to  Elbert  County,  Georgia,  and  lived  there  a  few  years.  He 
was  not  there  long  however,  for  by  1820  he  had  moved  to 
Lincoln  County,  Tennessee.  This  county  is  along  the  Tennessee- 
Alabama  line  and  is  in  the  eastern  part  of  Tennessee. 

James  Dunlap  married  Sarah  Elizabeth  Massey,  daughter  of 
James  Massey,  a  native  of  Ireland.  The  Massey's  were  early 
settlers  of  Giles  County,  Tennessee.  Giles  and  Lincoln 
counties  adjoin. 

James  Dunlap  is  said  to  have  served  in  the  Indian  war. 

He  died  in  November,  1860,  and  left  a  will,  a  copy  of  which 
appears  on  the  next  page.  The  children  of  James  Dunlap  were:

David  C.  Dunlap  moved  to  Rocky  Mount,  Georgia,  and  he  is 
the  only  one  of  the  family  about  whom  anything  definite  is 
known.  From  the  accounts  of  David  C.  Dunlap,  his  parents 
must  have  lived  the  typical  hardy  life  of  the  early  pioneer.

I,  James  Dunlap,  of  Lincoln  County  and  State  of  Tennessee, 
do  this  day  make  and  publish  my  last  will  and  testament  hereby 
revoking  and  making  void  all  wills  heretofore  made  by  me  at  any 
time.  First  -  I  desire  that  my  funeral  expenses  and  all  of  my 
just  debts  be  paid  as  soon  as  practible.  Secondly  -  I  give  to 
my  beloved  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  to  my  son  William  G.  the  use  of 
my  entire  farm  on  which  I  now  live,  during  my  wife,  Elizabeth's, 
natural  life.  She  to  occupy  the  northern  portion  including  all 
my  buildings  except  one  stable  south  of  the  dwelling  and  my  son, 
William  G.  to  occupy  the  southern  portion  the  land  coming  up 
from  the  watering  place  at  the  river,  and  running  at  the  back 
of  the  garden,  thence  in  a  western  direction  to  my  west  boundary 
line  being  the  division  line  between  my  wife  Elizabeth's  portion 
and  my  son  William's  portion,  my  wife  Elizabeth  to  have  the  use 
of  the  lower  stables  which  are  on  William's  side.  I  also  give 
to  ray  wife,  Elizabeth,  my  servants,  Harry,  Mary,  Hetty  and 
Hetty's  two  youngest  children  Dove  and  Willis,  during  her 
natural  life  she  is  also  to  have  the  labor  of  my  boy  Henry 
until  the  25th  of  December  Eighteen  Hundred  Sixty  One.  Then  I 
give  to  my  son,  David  C.  Dunlap,  my  boy  or  slave  Henry  valued 
at  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  I  also  give  to  my  wife  Elizabeth, 
my  yoke  of  oxen  and  wagon,  my  John  horse  and  brown  mare,  yellow 
mule  and  bay  mule,  the  Edison  cow  and  her  heifer,  little  white 
face  and  two  other  choice  heifers  of  my  flock.  Three  choice 
brude  sows  and  thirty  shoats  and  my  farming  tools,  three  thous¬ 
and  pounds  of  part  all  of  my  wheat  except  two  bushels  of  white 
wheat.  I  give  to  my  son  Robert,  all  my  corn  crop  and  oats  and 
fodder,  hay  house  and  kitchen  furniture.  Thirdly  -  I  give  to 
my  daughter,  Jane  Douthit,  and  to  her  bodily  heirs,  my  slave 
Mary  Bell,  and  her  children,  valued  at  fourteen  hundred  dc^llars. 
Fourthly,  I  give  to  my  daughter,  Louisa,  my  slave  Martha  valued 
at  twelve  hundred  dollars.  Fifthly,  I  give  to  my  son  William  G. 
the  use  of  my  slave  Dave  during  my  wife  Elizabeth's  natural  life 
then  he  is  to  choose  of  my  children  whom  he  will  live  with. 
Sixthly,  I  give  to  my  son,  Robert  the  tract  of  land  he  now  lives 
on  valued  at  eight  hundred  dollars.  I  also  give  him  the  use  or 
labor  of  my  Girl  or  Slave  Mandy,  during  my  wife,  Elizabeth's 
natural  life.  Seventhly  -  At  the  death  of  my  wife,  Elizabeth, 

I  give  to  my  son  William  G.  one-half  of  my  entire  track  of 
land  on  which  I  am  now  living,  the  other  half  of  my  land  I 
wish  sold  and  enough  of  the  proceeds  thereof  taken  to  ray 
children  David,  Andrew  Jackson,  Robert,  William  &  Jane. 

Equal  with  each  other  with  the  portion  that  they  have  already 
received,  containing  interest  on  their  portions  from  the  time 
they  received  the  same,  the  remainder  in  connection  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  following  slaves,  Hetty,  Harry,  Mary,  Dave, 
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James  Dunlap’s  Will,  page  2 


Mary  and  Willis,  wiiich  I  direct  to  be  sold  and  divided 
equally  among  my  children  or  heirs  herein  named.  Andrew 
Jackson,  David  C,  Robert,  William  G.  and  Jane.  I  further 
direct  that  all  of  my  estate  except  what  is  herein  mentioned 
be  sold  the  proceeds  with  notes  accounts  to  be  collected  and 
my  debts  paid  and  all  if  any  remaining  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  my  wife  her  life  time.

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ROBERT  DUNLAP 


Robert  Dunlap,  the  son  of  David  and  Polly  Dunlap,  was 
born  in  South  Carolina  in  about  1790.  He  moved  with  his 
parents  to  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  where  he  died  between 
December  31,  1861  and  January  20,  1862. 

His  first  wife  was  Anna  Mitchell,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Mitchell.  They  had  no  children  and  she  died  after  they  had 
been  married  a  relatively  short  time.  Robert  Dunlap  was, 
apparently,  devoted  to  her  for  he  left  each  of  her  brothers 
and  sisters  a  thousand  dollars  each,  and  there  were  seven  of 
them. 


He  was  well  fixed  financially,  for  those  days.  In  1850, 
he  was  assessed  for  $5,000  in  real  estate.  In  his  will,  he 
makes  specific  bequeaths  amounting  to  $9,000.  A  copy  of 
his  will  appears  on  the  following  pages. 

He  married  a  second  time  but  chose  a  wife  who  was 
forty  years  younger  than  he.  Her  name  was  Sarah  C;  her  last 
name  is  unknown.  They  had  no  children  and  she  left  him  around 
the  year  1858.  Robert  Dunlap  was  bitter  about  this  and  tried 
to  leave  her  out  of  his  will,  but  she  took  a  dower's  interest. 
There  was  a  suit  over  the  estate  when  the  second  wife  died  in 
about  1900.  The  200  heirs  of  Robert  Dunlap  finally  received 
small  sums  around  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  law  firm  of  Van  de  Graaff  &  Verner,  of  Tuscaloosa, 
handled  the  case  for  Robert  Dunlap's  heirs,  but  this  firm 
has  been  out  of  existence  for  many  years.  The  proceedings, 
however,  are  on  record  with  the  Judge  of  Probate  of  Tusca¬ 
loosa,  Alabama. 

Joseph  McGiffert  of  Eutaw,  Alabama,  knows  where  Robert 
Dunlap  is  buried.  He  states  that  the  site  is  near  an  old 
settlement  known  as  Foster's  Ferry  in  the  vicinity  of 
Tuscaloosa  and  near  Grant's  Creek  Church.  Mr.  McGiffert 
states  that  there  is  a  marble  monument  over  Robert  Dunlap's 
grave  and  that  his  first  wife  is  buried  nearby  in  a  marble 
vault.

Article  5th.  All  my  other  worldly  estate  consisting  of 
a  number  of  promissory  notes  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  one  dollars,  thirty  throe  cents, 
more  or  less.  I  will  and  desire  that  my  Executors  proceed  to 
the  collection  of  all  sums  under  one  hundred  dollars  and  all 
other  demands  which  they  may  deem  in  jeopardy  or  in  danger  to 
be  lost  and  to  put  the  same  out  on  interest,  with  bond  and 
good  security,  also  I  will  and  desire  that  my  executors  annul- 
ly  collect  all  the  interest  due  on  all  notes  and  to  appropriate 
the  whole  or  any  part  thereof,  and  any  part  of  the  principal 
to  furnish  a  decent  and  comfortable  support  for  my  beloved 
wife,  Mary  for  and  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  and 
it  is  my  express  will  and  desire,  that  after  the  support  of 
my  said  wife  is  taken  out  of  my  own  worldly  estate,  that  the 
remainder  both  principal  and  interest  be  from  year  to  year, 
continually  kept  at  interest  during  her  life. 

Article  6th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  two  sons  Joseph 
Dunlap  and  Robert  Dunlap  the  sum  of  five  dollars  each  to  be 
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paid  out  of  any  money  of  mine,  that  may  come  to  the  hands 
of  my  Executors. 

Article  7th,  After  the  death  of  my  wife  Mary  Dunlap  it 
is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  the  money  belonging  to  my 
estate,  with  its  increase  from  interest  be  equally  divided 
between  my  seven  children,  William  Dunlap,  John  Dunlap,  Samuel 
Dunlap,  James  R.  Dunlap,  Salley  Roden,  wife  of  James  Roden, 
Mary  S.  Clinton,  wife  of  Matthew  Clinton,  Eliza  C.  Bunnell, 
wife  of  Canfield  Bunnell. 

Article  8th.  I  constitute  and  appoint  John  Dunlap, 

Samuel  Dunlap  and  James  R.  Dunlap  the  Executors  of  this  my 
last  Will  and  Testament. 

In  Witness  \4iereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
affixed  my  seal  this  28th  day  of  October,  1834.
